Now  the  editors  have  gathered  to- 
gether twenty  of  the  best  stories 
from  past  issues  of  the  journal,  by 
writers  known  and  unknown.  The 
result  is  a  striking  collection  that 
ranges  across  a  variety  of  cultural 
and  emotional  landscapes.  Each 
story  speaks  distinctly  in  its  own 
voice  and  engages  the  reader  in  its 
own  way.  Some,  like  the  title  story, 
explore  the  intricate  unfoldings  of 
family  relationships,  achieving  their 
effects  with  surprise  and  humor. 
Others  deal  with  pain  and  loss,  the 
violation  of  rape,  the  death  of  a 
child.  Still  others  carry  the  reader  to 
distant  places — Nigeria,  Poland, 
Brazil,  and  a  remote  territory  be- 
yond the  grave.  Taken  together,  the 
stories  reflect  a  remarkable  diversity 
of  sensibilities,  styles,  and  experi- 
ence. Anyone  who  appreciates  first- 
rate  fiction  will  enjoy  this  book.

Truman  Nelson  (191 1  — 1987)  was 
a  self-educated  novelist,  essayist, 
lecturer,  and  social  activist.  He 
never  finished  high  school  and  sup- 
ported himself  in  his  early  years  as 
a  factory  worker,  labor  organizer, 
actor,  and  playwright.  Encouraged 
by  F.  O.  Matthiessen,  he  turned  to 
writing  and  in  1952  published  his 
first  historical  novel,  The  Sin  of  the 
Prophet,  a  study  of  Theodore  Par- 
ker and  the  Anthony  Burns  case. 
That  book  earned  him  his  picture 
on  the  cover  of  Saturday  Review 
and  designation  as  the  magazine's 
"Writer  of  the  Year."  Two  novels 
soon  followed:  The  Passion  by  the 
Brook  (1953),  on  George  Ripley 
and  the  communal  movement  at 
Brook  Farm,  and  The  Surveyor 
(i960),  on  John  Brown's  abolition 
efforts  in  Kansas.  These  three  nov- 
els established  Nelson  as  a  major 
writer  on  the  history  of  American 
radical  thought.  His  later  essays 
and  polemical  writings  were  influ- 
ential in  the  civil  rights  movement 
of  the  1960s,  when  Nelson  trav- 
eled, taught,  lectured,  and  acted  in 
the  front  lines  of  the  struggle  for  ra- 
cial equality. 

In  recent  years,  Nelson  has  been 
neglected  by  scholars,  critics,  and 
the  general  public,  and  many  of  his 
writings  have  been  allowed  to  go 
out  of  print.  The  Truman  Nelson 
Reader  is  intended  to  restore  his 
voice  and  to  prompt  a  reevaluation 
of  his  work.  The  collection  brings 
together  excerpts  from  Nelson's 
published  novels,  selected  essays, 
and  a  portion  of  his  last,  as  yet  un- 
published, novel  on  John 
Humphrey  Noyes,  founder  of  the 
Oneida  Colony.  Also  included  are 


essays  on  William  Lloyd  Garrison, 
Henry  David  Thoreau,  John 
Brown,  and  W.  E.  B.  Du  Bois,  as 
well  as  selections  from  the  1960s: 
"The  Torture  of  Mothers,"  written 
after  the  first  Harlem  riots;  "The 
Right  of  Revolution,"  reportedly 
found  on  Ho  Chi  Minh's  desk  at 
the  time  of  his  death;  and  "The 
Conscience  of  the  North,"  a  medi- 
tation on  Theodore  Parker's  mean- 
ing for  the  civil  rights  movement.

Essays  on  Edward  Bellamy

Edward  Bellamy  (1850-1898)  was 
a  cultural  critic  in  the  broadest 
sense  of  the  word  and  his  work 
touches  on  a  vast  range  of  con- 
cerns. Virtually  no  aspect  of  late 
nineteenth-century  American  life 
went  unexplored  in  his  Utopian 
novels,  Looking  Backward,  2000— 
1887  and  its  sequel  Equality,  and 
in  his  extensive  journalism.  As  so- 
cial reformer  and  creative  writer, 
Bellamy  combined  in  his  work  as- 
pects of  life  too  often  treated  as 
opposites:  imagination  and 
practicality.  A  good  deal  of  his 
scathing  attack  on  the  capitalist  ex- 
cesses of  his  time  came  from  his 
deep-rooted  conviction  that  ordi- 
nary people,  condemned  to  a  life  of 
labor  in  conditions  of  the  utmost 
insecurity  and  ill  health,  were 
thereby  prevented  from  realizing 
their  true  potential  as  creative 
beings  possessed  of  both  intellect 
and  imagination.  His  main  argu- 
ment was  that  without  economic 
equality,  political  equality — that  is, 
democracy — is  a  mere  pretense. 
The  struggle  for  a  better  world, 
based  upon  radical  egalitarianism, 
became  Bellamy's  major  concern. 

One  hundred  years  after  the 
publication  of  Looking  Backward, 
Bellamy  remains  a  controversial  fig- 
ure in  American  literary  and  social 
history.  The  collection  of  essays  in 
this  volume,  commemorating  the 
novel's  appearance  in  1888,  attests 
to  this  continued  importance.

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V.  S.  Naipaul 

A  Materialist  Reading 
Selwyn  R.  Cudjoe 

Born  in  Trinidad  of  Hindu  parents 
and  educated  at  Oxford,  V.  S. 
Naipaul  has  achieved  over  the  past 
twenty-five  years  an  extraordinary 
reputation  as  a  novelist.  He  has 
been  honored  throughout  the  world 
and  won  prestigious  awards.  His 
work  appears  in  sixteen  languages. 
His  British  publisher  has  issued  a 
uniform  edition  of  his  writings,  a 
privilege  accorded  few  authors  in 
their  lifetime. 

A  self-proclaimed  exile,  Naipaul 
frequently  situates  his  stories  in 
Third  World  countries  whose 
people  are  struggling  with  the 
legacies  of  colonialism.  Although 
many  Western  critics  have  whole- 
heartedly embraced  Naipaul's 
work,  others  are  critical  of  what 
they  see  as  his  patronizing  and 
gloomy  vision  of  the  Third  World. 

In  this  major  reassessment  of 
Naipaul's  work,  Selwyn  R.  Cudjoe 
argues  that  although  Naipaul  re- 
gards himself  as  "rootless  .  .  .  with- 
out a  past,  without  ancestors,"  his 
writing  is  in  fact  rooted  in  the  liter- 
ary and  historical  traditions  of  the 
Caribbean  and  can  best  be  under- 
stood in  the  context  of  the  larger 
field  of  postcolonial  discourse. 

Covering  in  chronological  order 
all  of  Naipaul's  books,  Cudjoe 
charts  the  author's  development 
from  a  position  in  which  the  ten- 
sion between  his  Eastern  and  West- 
ern visions  of  the  world  created 
classics  of  world  literature  {A 
House  for  Mr.  Biswas,  The  Mimic 
Men)  to  his  progressive  identifica- 
tion with  "the  dominant  imperialist 
ideology  and  racist  preoccupations 
of  the  age"  {In  a  Free  State,  Guer- 


rillas, A  Bend  in  the  River,  Among 
the  Believers).  Cud  joe's  analysis  is 
grounded  in  contemporary  literary 
theory,  an  understanding  of  Hindu- 
ism, and  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
West  Indian  literature  and  history.

The  flourishing  body  of  literature 
created  by  women  of  Latin  Ameri- 
can descent  who  reside  permanently 
in  the  United  States  has  for  the 
most  part  been  ignored  by  the  tra- 
ditional Anglo-  and  Latin  American 
literary  canons.  Breaking  Bound- 
aries is  a  major  contribution  to  this 
new  field,  demonstrating  the  rich- 
ness of  Latina  writings  and  making 
these  works  more  visible  and  acces- 
sible to  a  wider  audience.  The  book 
gathers  together  in  one  text  a  theo- 
retical approach  to  Latina  literary 
discourse,  personal  statements  by 
writers  themselves,  and  literary  crit- 
icism from  a  variety  of  perspectives 
by  leading  scholars  in  the  field. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  cultural 
heritage  of  different  Latina  groups, 
the  editors  have  organized  the  book 
into  four  sections,  arranged  chrono- 
logically. They  begin  with  Chi- 
canas,  the  first  group  to  establish  a 
literary  presence  in  the  United 
States.  This  is  followed  by  an  exam- 
ination of  Puertorriqueha  writers, 
whose  works  reflect  the  migration 
and  immigration  experience  of  pre- 
dominantly working-class  Puerto 
Ricans  to  the  northeastern  United 
States  during  the  mid-  to  late 
1 900s.  The  third  section  discusses 
Cubana  writers,  most  of  whom 
came  to  the  United  States  after 
1959  as  a  result  of  the  Cuban  revo- 
lution. The  last  section  treats 
writers  from  other  Latin  American 
countries.  Each  section  begins  with 
personal  statements  (testimonios) 


by  Latina  writers  from  that  group. 
The  book  concludes  with  a  detailed 
bibliography  designed  to  facilitate 
further  reading  and  research.

Games  among  the  Shadows 
George  Eisen 


More  than  a  million  Jewish  chil- 
dren died  during  the  Holocaust 
from  starvation,  disease,  exposure, 
and  murder.  As  one  Warsaw  ghetto 
diarist  wrote,  "The  streets  resound 
with  the  futile  screams  of  children 
dying  of  hunger.  They  whine,  beg, 
sing,  lament,  and  tremble  in  the 
cold,  without  underwear,  without 
clothes,  without  shoes,  .  .  .  tired  of 
living  at  age  five."  Yet  alongside 
these  grim  scenes,  children  also 
laughed,  played  games,  sang,  and 
danced.  In  the  ghettos  and  camps, 
parents  and  civic  leaders — often 
risking  severe  retribution — made 
makeshift  playgrounds  and  parks, 
organized  games  and  sporting  ac- 
tivities, coordinated  concerts  and 
theatrical  performances.  And  while 
Holocaust  children  engaged  in  the 
universal  play  of  most  children, 
they  also  devised  games  that  re- 
flected the  unique  horrors  of  their 
world,  such  as  "Blockade,"  "Going 
Through  the  Gate,"  and  "Gas 
Chamber." 

Based  on  original  documents,  di- 
aries, and  interviews  with  survivors, 
Children  and  Play  in  the  Holocaust 
explores  how  both  children  and 
adults  used  play  as  a  means  of  sur- 
vival in  a  world  gone  mad.  Accord- 
ing to  George  Eisen,  play  provided 
not  only  tiny  oases  of  joy  and  nor- 
malcy for  children,  but  also  a 


means  of  social  control  by  adults 
who  were  supervising  it.  He  con- 
cludes that  play  activities  were  an 
active  and  conscious  attempt  to 
shape  and  reshape  the  social  and 
psychological  dimensions  of  ghetto 
and  camp  life,  an  effort  to  control 
space,  time,  and  behavior  in  the 
midst  of  chaos  and  savagery.

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The  Desperate  Politics  of 
Postmodernism 

Henry  S.  Kariel 

According  to  Henry  S.  Kariel,  con- 
temporary culture  is  increasingly 
governed  by  technological  and  mar- 
ket forces  that  threaten  our  ability 
to  control  our  own  destiny.  Having 
entered  the  postmodern  era,  many 
people  feel  unmoored,  uncentered 
in  a  world  viewed  as  spiraling 
blindly  toward  oblivion. 

In  this  provocative  book,  Kariel 
offers  a  deeply  pessimistic  medita- 
tion on  the  postmodern  aesthetics 
that  has  emerged  in  reaction  to  the 
oppressive  structures  of  our  society. 
His  discussion  ranges  over  vast  re- 
gions of  contemporary  culture,  ex- 
amining in  particular  what  he  calls 
postmodern  performances,  from 
Christo's  "sculpture"  to  the  writ- 
ings of  Milan  Kundera,  from  Fel- 
lini's  films  to  Beckett's  plays,  from 
Robert  Irwin's  paintings  to  Cor- 
nelius Cardew's  musical  scores. 


Kariel  sees  postmodern  art  and 
aesthetics  as  a  desperate  effort  to 
keep  reviving  that  which  is  dead- 
ened by  technology  and  instrumen- 
talism.  He  identifies  a  pragmatic 
aesthetics  that  links  playful  ac- 
tivities in  all  domains,  arguing  that 
only  by  fusing  spontaneous  and  in- 
strumental action,  and  by  con- 
tinually deconstructing,  reviewing, 
revising,  and  regrouping  our  center- 
ing sources  (rituals,  beliefs,  canons, 
social  institutions,  etc.),  can  we  de- 
fuse the  oppressive  elements  of  our 
modern  cultural  landscape.

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The  Depictive  Image 
Metaphor  and  Literary 
Experience 
Phillip  Stambovsky 

In  scholarly  writing  on  metaphor, 
there  is  a  great  gap  between  literary 
theory  and  critical  practice.  Phillip 
Stambovsky  here  attempts  to  close 
that  gap  by  presenting  a  theory  of 
literary  metaphor  that  is  grounded 
in  actual  literary  experience. 

Stambovsky  begins  by  critically 
reviewing  the  most  well-known  and 
influential  theories  of  metaphor,  in- 
cluding those  based  on  notions  of 
comparison,  substitution,  transfer, 
analogy,  semantic  interaction,  and 
context. 

He  then  introduces  a  phenome- 
nology of  literary  experience,  draw- 
ing from  the  writings  of  Whitehead, 
Cassirer,  Merleau-Ponty,  Sartre, 
and  Frye,  among  others.  With  this 
as  his  theoretical  foundation,  Stam- 
bovsky stresses  the  primacy  of  pre- 
sentational awareness  in  literary 
experience,  arguing  for  the  reader's 
collaborative  involvement  in  the 
creation  of  textual  meaning. 

In  the  third  chapter,  Stambovsky 
examines  how  literary  imagery 
functions  in  narrative  discourse, 
showing  how  Henry  James's  imag- 
ery in  The  Golden  Bowl  depictively 
renders  the  relationships  of  charac- 
ters, their  thoughts,  and  their  feel- 
ings so  that  the  reader  perceives 
them  with  the  immediacy  and  aes- 
thetic impact  of  perceptual,  as  op- 
posed to  conceptual,  experience. 
Turning  to  the  very  concept  of  de- 
pictive imagery,  Stambovsky  next 
discusses  experiential  approaches  to 


metaphor,  particularly  those  of 
Marcus  Hester  and  George  Yoos. 
He  concludes  his  study  with  an  ex- 
plication of  a  metaphor  centered  in 
the  closing  line  of  Dickinson's 
poem,  "A  Bird  Came  Down  the 
Walk." 

"Stambovsky  brings  contemporary 
literary  expertise  and  concrete  il- 
lustration to  the  explication  of  per- 
haps the  most  sound  theory  of 
metaphor:  metaphor  as  a  con- 
textual experience  and  as  having 
epistemological  primacy.  From  this 
perspective  he  presents  a  useful  sur- 
vey and  critique  of  the  prominent 
theories  of  metaphor."

Edited  by  G.  Douglas  Atkins  and

This  book  is  designed  to  acquaint 
graduate  and  advanced  under- 
graduate students  with  the  main 
currents  in  contemporary  literary 
theory.  Twelve  essays — all  commis- 
sioned for  the  book — offer  a  con- 
cise and  informed  consideration  of 
the  major  schools  of  critical 
thought  since  World  War  II.  In- 
cluded are  discussions  of  New  Crit- 
icism, archetypal  criticism, 
structuralism/semiotics,  reader  re- 
sponse, phenomenology,  hermeneu- 
tics,  deconstruction,  psycho- 
analysis, feminism,  Marxism,  di- 
alogical  criticism,  and  Foucauldian 
analysis.  Although  books  on  liter- 
ary theory  abound,  this  is  the  first 
to  examine  these  twelve  theoretical 
positions  with  such  expertise,  in 
such  detail,  and  with  such  clarity. 

Each  essay  addresses  a  particular 
theoretical  approach  (or  cluster  of 
approaches)  and  describes  the  intel- 
lectual background,  features,  strat- 
egies, and  implications  of  that 
approach.  Concluding  every  chap- 
ter is  an  annotated  bibliography 
that  will  be  helpful  to  readers  who 
wish  to  pursue  the  topic  further. 

"There  is  a  real  need  for  a  good, 
basic  overview  of  the  theories  most 
discussed  and  debated  at  the  pres- 
ent time — an  overview  that  also 
contains  ample  bibliographical 
guidance  to  further  books  and  es- 
says.

In  our  increasingly  bureaucratized 
world,  rinding  a  balance  between 
the  public  realm  of  city  and  politics 
and  the  private  realm  of  family,  in- 
timate relationships,  and  the  raising 
of  children  is  not  an  easy  task. 
When  faced  with  a  choice  between 
action  in  the  public  world  and  care 
for  the  concerns  of  the  private,  we, 
like  Vergil's  Aeneas,  are  often  torn 
between  whether  to  stay  or  to  go. 

In  this  new  reading  of  the 
Aeneid,  Susan  Ford  Wiltshire  pro- 
vides a  historical  perspective  for  the 
current  debate  over  the  public/ 
private  dilemma,  a  debate  that  has 
been  enriched  by  the  writings  of 
such  theorists  as  Robert  Bellah, 
Jean  Bethke  Elshtain,  and  Richard 
Sennett.  It  is  Wiltshire's  contention 
that  our  present  concern  over  this 
issue  was  Vergil's  own. 

Wiltshire  traces  the  split  betweer 
public  and  private  back  to  the 
origins  of  bureaucracy  in  the  Ro- 
man Empire.  She  shows  that  Vergil, 
although  loyal  to  the  new  Roman 
state,  was  acutely  aware  of  the 
costs  of  empire:  mothers  grieve 
throughout  the  Aeneid,  home  seems 
far  away,  friends  are  missed,  inti- 
mate forms  of  love  are  almost  al- 
ways defeated.  And  so  he  developed 
strategies  for  reconciling  the  public 
and  private:  characters  in  his  epic 
act  in  the  public  realm  while  main- 
taining self-distance,  offer  hospi- 
tality to  strangers,  perform 


sustained  hard  work,  and  develop  a 
new  pietas  that  is  both  public  and 
private.  Through  these  means, 
Wiltshire  argues,  Vergil  thought  to 
strengthen  the  fragile  alliance  of 
public  and  private  spheres,  an  al- 
liance on  which  the  well-being  of 
both  individuals  and  societies 
depends. 

This  book  will  be  of  interest  to 
classical  scholars,  students  of  politi- 
cal theory,  the  history  of  ideas,  and 
women's  studies.

This  rich  interpretation  of  Homer's 
Odyssey  is  unique  among  modern 
readings  of  the  poem  in  its  detailed 
book-by-book  approach  and  in  its 
deeply  humanistic  voice — one 
rarely  encountered  in  literary  crit- 
icism of  the  classics  these  days.

(e.g.,  when  he  leaves  Kalypso  or 
confronts  the  boar  on  his  hunt) — 
that  he  eventually  wins  a  happiness 
that  would  have  been  unattainable 
without  such  testing.  His  suffering 
is  not  only  crucial  to  his  coming 
home  and  the  establishment  of  his 
identity,  but  also  allows  him  to  ex- 
perience what  home  and  self  mean 
with  an  intensity  that  would  have 
been  otherwise  impossible.

Robert  B.  Shaw's  poetry  is  in  more 
than  one  sense  a  poetry  of  reflec- 
tion. Even  as  they  mirror  the  bright 
appearances  of  the  world  and  of 
human  lives,  his  poems  sift  and 
ponder  what  rests  obscure  beneath 
the  surface.  In  images  glimpsed  wa- 
veringly  in  water  or  darkly  in  a 
windowpane  at  night,  his  speakers 
find  an  outward  self  facing  an  inner 
one,  a  reality  contending  with  a 
dream,  a  present  moment  shad- 
owed by  a  remembered  past  or  an 
imagined  future.  In  such  double  vi- 
sions ordinary  objects — a  clock,  a 
lawn  sprinkler,  a  strand  of  hair,  a 
thumbprint — assume  an  aura  of 
strangeness,  while  fantasy  becomes 
the  more  disquieting  for  being  ac- 
cepted as  commonplace. 

This  is  Shaw's  second  collection 
of  poetry.  Most  of  the  poems  are 
written  in  traditional  forms,  some- 
times in  intricately  rhymed  stanzas. 
In  genre  they  range  from  dramatic 
monologue  to  epigram.  Even  at 
their  most  elaborate,  they  manage 
to  maintain,  within  the  strict  con- 
fines of  verse,  a  conversational  ease 
in  tone  and  diction.  Shaw's  consci- 
entious craftsmanship,  by  forging 
an  alliance  between  art  and  life, 
raises  a  determined  challenge  to  the 
mortality  that  overshadows  both. 

When  Shaw's  first  collection  ap- 
peared in  1977,  the  critic  Charles 
Molesworth  wrote  in  the  New  York 
Times:  "It  would  be  difficult  to  find 
a  first  book  of  poems  more  consis- 
tently skilled  and  poised  than  this 
one."  The  Wonder  of  Seeing 
Double  extends  and  deepens  this 
achievement.
